Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for 
the  Year  19&0. 


Forty-Five  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
were  notified  during  the  year,  which  represents  an  increase  of  thirty-two 
on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Forty- three  cases  were  due  to  a  mild 
epidemic  of  Measles, and  there  was  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  a  case  of 
Tuberculosis. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  10.0  to  15»4 
per  1 .000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  Death  Rate  is  also  slightly  . 
higher,  being  17*1  an  increase  of  0.8  per  1.000 

The  Causes  of  ^eatb  compare  very  closely  with 
those  of  the  neighbouring  authorities, He art  Diseases  and  Cancer  being  the 
chief  oauses  in  that  order. 

The  statistics  concerning  infant  welfare  were 
very  favourable.  No  infants  died  in  the  first  year  nor  during  the  first 
four  weeks  and  there  were  no  still  births,  no  illegitimate  births, and  no 
maternal  deaths.  ’Tis  true  the  numbers  concerned  were  small,  nevertheless, 
it  is  singularly  gratifying  that  during  the  year  under  review  the  figures 
were  so  satisfactory. 

Conversions  from  pail  closets  to  freah-wator-  ^ 
closets  is  going  on  slowly.  There  are  still  47  too  many  pail  closels 
in  this  enlightened  age. 

I  am  again  grateful  to  colleagues  and  others  who 
have  kindly  supplied  me  with  information  relative  to  the  work  outside  my 
control,  which  has  been  of  appreciable  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report. 

Also,  I  would  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy 
apd  oo-operation  received  from  the  Council  and  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department.
